- drivers taking up 
disabled parking 
spaces are urged

A COWBRIDGE 
resident has told 
The GEM that peo¬ 
ple who park illegal¬ 
ly in disabled bays 
in the town High 
Street are “arrogant 
and selfish”. 

Mr Don Gerrard, 
who has limited mobili¬ 
ty, likes to pop into the 
local shops, but those 
visits are sometimes 
blighted by inconsider¬ 
ate people who take 
parking spots allocated 
for people with physical 
problems. 

Mr Gerrard 

explained: “Since 

acquiring a disabled 


parking badge a few 
months ago, I have nat¬ 
urally taken a great 
interest in the use of the 
few disabled spaces on 
the High Street - three 
outside the Tesco store, 
one near the 
Principality Building 
Society and one near 
the Yorkshire Building 
Society. 

“I have often experi¬ 
enced great difficulty in 
finding a parking space, 
and because I am 
unable to walk far, have 
become exasperated 
when I find that these 
spaces are often taken 
up by vehicles which do 
not display a blue 
badge.”

Last Saturday, 
September 24, Mr 
Gerrard was in 
Cowbridge for an hour 
and a half. 

He said:“During that 
time, nine vehicles used 
the disabled spaces out¬ 
side Tesco store, but 
only one in that time 
displayed a blue 
badge.” 

Mr Gerrard was 
unable to park there, 
and points out that for 
people like him who 
can’t walk far and need 
a walking stick, dis¬ 
abled spaces are vital. 


He added: “If some¬ 
one is dependent on a 
wheelchair, it would be 
awful for them. 

“Those depriving dis¬ 
abled people of their 
right to park are arro¬ 
gant and selfish.” 

Mr Gerrard did 
acknowledge that he 
had seen the local 
peso dealing with ille¬ 
gal parking earlier in 
the week. 

A High Street trader 
who spoke to The GEM 
was sympathetic to Mr 
Gerrard’s plight, point¬ 
ing out: “People should 
not be taking up dis¬ 
abled spaces when they 
do not have a right to 
them.”

The trader did argue, 
however, that there 
were multiple issues 
over parking in High 
Street. 

“Perhaps we need a 
review of parking in the 
town. We often see peo¬ 
ple parking wrongly on 
double yellow lines and 
the zig zag lines, too - 
and that includes blue 
badge holders. 

“Sometimes it is clear 
that a proportion of 
people using the blue 
badge spots are rela¬ 
tives of the badge hold¬ 
ers. There is mis-use of 
blue badges. 

“We don’t have traf¬ 
fic wardens now, and 
PCSOs are stretched.” 

The trader said more 
parking spaces were 
needed in the town, and 
that wheelie bins sited 
in the town hall car 
park were taking up 
space that could be used 
for parking. 

The GEM spoke to 
peso Hilary 

O’Callaghan on 

Tuesday, as she was 
checking High Street 
and Eastgate for illegal 
parking. 

She said that if peo¬ 
ple were parking illegal¬ 
ly while she was on duty 
she would take action. 

She also urged able- 
bodied people to show 
proper consideration 
and not use disabled 
bays. 

There are currently 
8,437 ‘Blue Car Badges’ 
that have been issued by 
the Vale Council

ALL the unripe 
apples trained on 
horizontal wires 
along the Ogee 
arches in 

Cowbridge Physic 
Garden have been 
stolen, probably in 
a daylight raid in 
the town’s award¬ 
winning showpiece. 

The bright red 
Medlar apples, the first 
major crop to come to 
fruition since the garden 
opened five years ago, 
were taken, numbering 
more than 100 apples in 
total. 

Police have been 
advised and are asking 
anyone who may have 
seen someone picking 
the fruit to come for¬ 
ward. 

Chairman Dan 
Clayton-Jones stated: 
“This was a particularly 
despicable act because 
the fruit was destined to 
be made into jams and 
other produce for chari¬ 
table purposes. 

“In that context, the 
thief has deprived us of 
around £60 that could 
have been raised for 
good causes. 


“Worse still is the 
fact that our volunteers, 
who give of their time 
freely to nurture the gar¬ 
den and everything in it, 
were hoping that the 
crop could be used ben¬ 
eficially for the garden 
and for charities in the 
town. 

“They feel badly let 
down. It’s deeply disap¬ 


pointing to find that we 
have thieves in our 
midst who are prepared 
to do such a mean thing. 

“If anyone has any 
information about the 
culprit or culprits 
involved, would they 
please get in touch with 
the police without fur¬ 
ther delay, ” he added.

chemicals into shale beds 
700 metres below 
ground. 

It is the potential for 
contamination associated 
with this method that has 
angered locals. As a 
result, protestors, includ¬ 
ing Vale MP Alun Cairns, 
are opposing the test 
drilling by arguing that it 
is “the thin end of the 
wedge”, because if gas 
were discovered in com¬ 
mercial quantities, there 
would then be pressure to 
go ahead and extract it. 

They also argue, along 
with Vale AM Jane Hutt 
and many others, that 
there should be a UK¬ 
wide moratorium on 
fracking, until extensive 
studies have been made 
to establish how safe it is. 

However, it is a test 
drilling that is under con¬ 
sideration at this plan¬ 
ning meeting, and coun¬ 
cil officers had this to 
say: “...there are no rea¬ 
sonable or sustainable 
grounds on which to 
refuse this specific small- 
scale, temporary, propos¬ 
al for a single explorato¬ 
ry borehole..” 

They add that strict 
conditions must be 
adhered to, and stress 
that a later application to 
extract the gas would 
“...require very careful 
consideration..” 

The officers add that, 
even if the test drilling 
coincided with next 
year’s National 

Eisteddfod, the noise 
impact is considered to 
be minor and would have 
no material impact on the 
event. 

They add, however, 
that councillors could 
recommend that drilling 
should not be done dur¬ 
ing the eight days.

This will open the 
Vale and south Wales to 
hundreds of drilling plat¬ 
forms on farmlands 
across the count^side. 

“Is the planning com¬ 
mittee willing to allow 
the first risky step of a 
Wild West 1849 style US 
gold rush to permeate the 
Vale? 

“Are they willing to 
allow for any chance of 
spill, chemicals, water 
contamination, public 
health, noise, nuisance or 
even earthquakes(!) to 
foul our pristine Welsh 
water, beaches, coastal 
tourism and grade A 
farmlands?”

Room five - a real 
treasure trove of 
Cowbridge’s past 


SEPTEMBER - and the start 
of the academic year - schools 
are back and Cowbridge adult 
classes in Old Hall will resume 
shortly. 

The local history room in room 5 
continues to open on Wednesday 
mornings between 10am and 12noon 
and its exhibition, held in July, of 
Cowbridge in the 1960s and 197()s is 
still partially on the walls of Room 6. 

So many people have come to see 
that, and have subsequently donated 
photos to add to our collection. 

In the local history room, we aim to 
store written and pictorial material 
about this area in the hope it will never 
be lost, so please call in one morning to 
have a look at what we have, and 
refresh your memories. 

In our records, for example, there 
are documents about Old Hall itself - 
such a prominent building in the town. 
Back in 1600, it was described as ‘a 
mansion and dwelling house’ lived in 
by the Andrews family, with a ‘cun- 
ninger’ (rabbit warren) behind. 

The whole plot was seven burgages 
wide, when most houses on the High 
Street were one or just a half burgage. 

By the 18th century, the Edmondes 
family was living in the property - 
there are two interesting inventories 


listing their furniture, and an entertain¬ 
ments book showing menus and guest 
lists. 

They had the house re-built in the 
1890s. Photographs show metal rail¬ 
ings fronting the High Street, and 
extensive gardens behind. 

The Edmondes’ diaries detail the 
large stock of fruit and vegetables they 
had there. 

In 1932, they passed the property to 
Cowbridge Grammar School and it 
was used as additional classrooms until 
1964. Eormer pupils recall, for exam¬ 
ple, looking up from their lessons to 
see parades of soldiers marching along 
the High Street at the start of World 
War Two. 

After a sad decade of dereliction. 
Old Hall was restored into its present 
state for adult education. 

So much has been happening in 
recent years in and around Old Hall. 
We are lucky in this town that many 
people have given their time, interest 
and energy to ensure the building and 
its grounds (including, of course, the 
Physic Garden) are now beautifully 
preserved for public enjoyment, and 
there were celebrations in July by the 
Charter Trust - to mark the wonderful 
restoration of the medieval town walls 
around these grounds.

Local man jailed 
after threatening 
pensioner (71) 


A PENSIONER 
suffering a serious 
medical condition,

Mr Neal told the 
court: “It happened in 
the early hours of June 1, 
and it was like a dream.

pressure on my chest. I 
could not believe what 
was going on.

Mr Neal denied 
behaving aggressively 
and added: “He really 
had a go at me.” 


He denied an allega¬ 
tion that he grabbed 
Glanville by the throat 
and tried to strangle him. 

“Now I have nerves 
all the time, wherever I 
go. I’ve got everything 
barricaded, and it’s not a 
way a person should 
live.” 

The court was told 
that Glanville said he 
was struck across the 
head with a pole by Mr 
Neal, who tried to stran¬ 
gle him. 

Glanville also 

claimed that at one point 
he passed out and 
believed he was going to 
be raped. 

Said the judge: “I 
have no hesitation in 
rejecting a completely 
fictitious account from 
this defendant.” 

He said that although 
nothing of significance 
was taken it was a seri¬ 
ous matter, not only 
because Glanville had 
convictions for burglary, 
but because he confront¬ 
ed a 71-year-old house¬ 
holder suffering from a 
serious medical condi¬ 
tion. 

“Your effect upon him 
has been significant,” he 
added.

I T was a sombre 
start to the new 
session at the 
National Assembly 
for Wales last week, 
as we stood togeth¬ 
er in silence to 
remember the min¬ 
ers who lost their 
lives in the Gleision 
Colliery tragedy. 

We were united in 
response to the state¬ 
ment made by the First 
Minister, Carwyn 
Jones AM, with our 
sympathy for their 
grieving families so 
clearly expressed by 
the leaders of the polit¬ 
ical parties in the 
Assembly, who all had 
a connection with the 
mining industry or 
community in their 
families. 

The questions and 
debates that followed 
were also serious in 
tone and I believe this 
will be the hallmark of 
the new Assembly term 
as we face the chal¬ 
lenges that beset our 
global finances - 
which will significantly 
affect us here in Wales 
in terms of economic 
and social impacts. 

I was able to report 
that the UK 
Government has 


agreed to ‘inter-gov¬ 
ernmental talks’ to dis¬ 
cuss our fairer funding 
concerns and the need 
for borrowing powers 
to help finance our 
infrastructure invest¬ 
ment. 

I talked more about 
these important oppor¬ 
tunities at a breakfast 
seminar later in the 
week organised by the 
Bevan Foundation on 
the Barnett Formula. 

Our response this 
week is to present our 
programme for govern¬ 
ment to reach out to 
business, communities 
and the people of 
Wales to deliver on our 
Manifesto commit¬ 
ments. 

These have had to be 
carefully considered in 
terms of cost and 
impact to show that 
we are confident they 
can make a difference 
as a result of Welsh 
Government interven¬ 
tion. 

The First Minister 
presented the pro¬ 
gramme of government 
to the Assembly with 
the promise that at its 
heart there would be 
five pledges that we 
offer for a ‘fairer 
future for Wales’.

Carwyn Jones has 
spoken this week about 
our responsibilities to 
reach out and deliver 
for the people of Wales. 

This includes action 
for jobs and growth in 
the Welsh economy, 
equipping our young 
people with the skills 
they need for the 
future, providing more 
and better quality 
homes and underpin¬ 
ning all these with our 
commitment to pro¬ 
moting equality of 
opportunity. 

I will be presenting 
the draft budget for the 
next three years next 
week. That will be sub¬ 
ject to scrutiny and 
debate in the Assembly 
Committees and with 
our partners in the 
public and private sec¬ 
tor. 

I will be meeting 
with voluntary sector 
groups and speaking to 
the economic council to 


gauge their views and 
priorities in these con¬ 
strained times. 

Our Assembly com¬ 
mittees are now up and 
running and they are 
timetabling their con¬ 
sideration of policy and 
legislation with our 
new powers since the 
Referendum in March. 

Assembly Members 
are committing them¬ 
selves to a full pro¬ 
gramme of work to 
hold the Welsh 
Government to 
account, and to consult 
with external bodies 
and interest groups to 
help improve policy 
and legislative func¬ 
tions. 

As the First 
Minister has said: “We 
in Wales have shown 
that people from all 
backgrounds will come 
out and vote for a set of 
policies that offer them 
vision and hope for the 
future.’’ 

We have got to 
prove we can deliver 
on these commitments. 

We do not have the 
monopoly of wisdom 
and we will reach out in 
these hard times - in 
the Assembly, in our 
communities, with busi¬ 
ness, trade unions and 
with our partners in 
local government.

ENTERPRISE ZONES 

- why Wales should 
follow England’s lead 


E nterprise 

Zones were 
established in 
England some time 
ago, and we have been 
calling on the Welsh 
Government to follow 
suit here in Wales. 
Unfortunately, they 
have delayed and 
dragged out the issue 
for too long. 

The announcement 
by the Business 
Minister, Edwina Hart 
last week confirmed that 
there will be five new 
zones set up in Wales, 
with St Athan ear¬ 
marked as the region for 
the aerospace sector. 

However, the scheme 
would appear to have 
been put together at 
short notice, and there is 
still a great deal of con¬ 
fusion and lack of detail 
around the programme. 

Last week, we saw 
Jaguar Rover Landrover 
opt to establish their 
new factory in an 
Enterprise Zone in the 
west Midlands rather 
than near the existing 
Lord site in Bridgend. 

I spoke to Jaguar 
Landrover in June, 
when I was aware that 
they were looking at 


options in south Wales. 

I was keen to push the 
Bosch site or another in 
the Vale. 

It seems to me that 
the Welsh Government 
have a tendency to do 
things different for the 
sake of it. Why restrict 
to different sectors? 
Why not follow a good 
idea, if it means no time 
is lost? 

Why not focus on 
areas that need to attract 
investment? Why has 
Cardiff qualified, when 
it is one of Wales’ 
wealthiest areas? 

To my utter dismay, 
Barry has missed out 
once again on support 
for business. PRIDE in 
Barry, other business 
groups and I had been 
calling for Barry to be 
the first to be awarded 
Enterprise Zone Status 
to help regenerate the 
area and attract new 
employers. 

We must be able to 
provide the key ele¬ 
ments of infrastructure 
they need. 

Barry doesn’t qualify 
for any aid or specific 
grant support, as does 
most of Wales. The 
regeneration money

announced some time 
ago is highly restricted 
and will only have a 
limited effect. 

As a result, most 
funding has gone to 
refurbish parks and 
social facilities. 

Naturally, I am 
pleased that St Athan 
has achieved EZ status, 
however, it has been 
restricted to aeronautical 
businesses. 

I believe that basing 
the EZ scheme around 
business sectors could 
lead to a potential legal 
nightmare. Would com¬ 
panies be able to benefit 
from the scheme if they 
developed a part for an 
engine for the car indus¬ 
try as well as the aero¬ 
nautical industry? 

Mrs Hart has been 
pretty circumspect on 
the details of the 
Enterprise Zones - com¬ 
panies in the five desig¬ 
nated areas will benefit 


from a 100 per cent 
business rate relief - 
but it’s not clear 
whether Wales will fol¬ 
low England in relaxing 
some planning rules too. 

Over the last week. 
I’ve heard that some 
major property develop¬ 
ers wanted to know 
what the exact bound¬ 
aries were for the differ¬ 
ent zones in Wales, but 
were informed that the 
Welsh Government had¬ 
n’t actually drafted 
maps for zones as yet. 

Having spoken to the 
Chancellor abut EZs, it 
seems that they will be 
a building block for fur¬ 
ther government 
announcements that 
could include additional 
incentives at future 
budgets. 

This is why we need 
to get it right at this 
stage. 

The designation of 
Barry, as Wales’ largest 
town, as an Enterprise 
Zone would have been a 
lifeline for Barry. 

But all is not lost, and 
with Paul Haley, chair 
of PRIDE in Barry, 
leading the campaign, 
continuing to push for 
EZ status for the town, I 
do hope that the Welsh 
Government will heed 
our calls and help us 
reinvigorate and diversi¬ 
fy employment for the

lolo Morganwg - father of the Gorsedd 


THE Vale of Glamorgan is 
home to the 2012 Welsh 
National Eisteddfod - one 
of the world’s great cultur¬ 
al festivals, attracting in 
excess of 160,000 visitors 
annually. 

In June, hundreds showed their 
support for the Eisteddfod coming 
to the area, by joining the Gorsedd 
of Bards, local schoolchildren and 
community leaders in a spectacu¬ 
lar procession to the Proclamation 
Ceremony. 

The National Eisteddford has a 
heavy druidic flavour, with the 
crowning and chairing ceremonies 
for victorious poets, attended by 
bards in flowing white costumes. 

However, the provenance of the 
ceremony is dubious and owes its 
existence within the Eisteddfod 
structure to lolo Morganwg- 
Edward Williams (1747-1826) of 
Llancarfan - poet, antiquary, and 
forger - “one of the ablest and 
most versatile men ever bom in 
Wales” (Prof Ceri Lewis). 

On Eriday, October 7, at 
Cowbridge Comprehensive 


School, Aberthin Road, there will 
be a drinks reception at 6.30pm 
followed at 7pm by a lecture by 
Professor Emeritus Geraint H 
Jenkins DLitt ELSE EBA, former 
Director of the University of 
Wales Centre for Advanced Welsh 
and Celtic Studies, entitled 'The 
Prince of Welsh Romantics: lolo 
Morganwg and his legacy.’ 

Admission is free. The lecture 
will be in English and is sponsored 
by the University of Wales, 
together, with the Vale of 
Glamorgan National Eisteddfod 
and the Cowbridge Appeals 
Committee.

‘Visionary’ farmer’s 
life is celebrated 


THE death has 
occurred of a 
Bridgend farmer 
who put south 
Wales on the map - 
as the only person 
to win the presti¬ 
gious ‘Supreme 
Champion’ beef 
carcass competition 
for four consecutive 
years, in the early 
1980s at UK farm¬ 
ing’s international 
showcase, the 
Royal Smithfield 
Show. 

David Matthews, who 
was presented to the 
Queen Mother on sever¬ 
al occasions, was 
described as “a visionary 
and a gentle man”. 

He was international¬ 
ly acclaimed in beef and 
sheep production circles 
and his Limousin cattle 
set the standard for those 
farmers astute enough to 
respond early to the con¬ 
sumer demand for lean 
meat. 

His brother Evan 
recalled: “David was 
always proud to think 
that our successes in 
Smithfield were the 
basis for the Limousin 
Society’s claim that the

Limousin was the car¬ 
cass breed. 

“We bought two 
cows, Lemme and 
Lagoue, in 1971 in the 
first batch to be import¬ 
ed from Lrance. 

“We had first seen 
them in the Paris show 
in 1968, after flying out 
with local farmer and 
mentor Mansel Hopkin, 
who was on the council 
of the Royal Smithfield 
Club.” 

David Matthews’ rep¬ 
utation was such that in 
1988 he was chosen to 
judge the overall cattle 
championship at the 
Royal Smithfield Show, 
and he also travelled to 
Australia to judge beef 
cattle. 

Perhaps even more 
importantly, he support¬ 
ed and encouraged a 
group of seven or eight 
Glamorganshire farmers 
to exhibit at Smithfield, 
travelling in proud con¬ 
voy into Earls Court 
each December and was 
feted by the show’s 
enthusiastic patron. The 
Queen Mother. 

David’s influence in 
encouraging farmers to 


respond to market forces 
and his success in shows 
across the UK wasn’t 
confined to beef produc¬ 
tion. 

His great delight was 
the Dorset sheep breed 
and again his decision 
was market-led, buying 
his foundation stock 
from the Dorset farmer 
who had won the Royal 
Smithfield carcass 
championship four times 
in the late 50s and early 
60s. 

His first lamb carcass 
championship at 

Smithfield with a 
Southdown x Dorset 
Horn in 1966, was fol¬ 
lowed by many more tri¬ 
umphs. 

He judged the most 
important sheep compe¬ 
tition in the world, the 
Royal Welsh Interbreed 
Championship, in 2008, 
and this year was presi¬ 
dent of the Dorset Sheep 
Society for the second 
time. 

He sold in the NSA 
Wales and Border Ram 
Sales from its inception 
in 1978. His Dorsets 
dominated the breed 
championships over the 


years. David remained a 
very down to earth, 
helpful and unassuming 
farmer with as good a 
knowledge of the 
wildlife on his farm as of 
his stock. The sound of 
the cuckoo, each fox 
run, and the songbirds 
were all important to 
him. 

Lamily life, too, was 
important. He enjoyed 
the lifelong support of 
his brother Evan and 
five years ago, at the age 
of 70, David married 
Elizabeth and gained an 
instant family with her 
three daughters and two 
grandchildren. 

He often recalled the 
‘wonderful day’ when he 
and his bride were car¬ 
ried in a Landau pulled 
by a pair of grey horses 
from the village church 
to begin their married 
life. 

Elizabeth was a sup¬ 
portive figure at his side 
in shows and sales in lat¬ 
ter years. 

David Matthews is 
survived by Elizabeth 
and his older brother 
Evan. 


IPENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS | 

Walkers wander off 
into land of Silures 


RECENTLY, on a rather 
cloudy but muggy morning, 
Geraint and his sheepdog 
Patch (who was celebrating 
his sixth birthday), played 
host to five Penarth and 
District Ramblers who turned 
up to explore the valley areas 
between Newport and 
Caerphilly. 

Beginning their walk at Machen, 
they first crossed the River Rhymney 
which rises on the southern edge of 
the Brecon Beacons and eventually 
makes its way through New Tredegar 
and Ystrad Mynach to reach Cardiff 
and the Severn Estuary. 

The group made their way to 
Draethen, which is about three miles 
from Caerphilly and very proud of its 
conservation area status. 

They then headed to Coed Craig 
Ruperra nature reserve, an ancient 
woodland area which has probably 
existed since 1600. 

Reaching the top of the hill, the 
group took shelter from the strong 
wind within the walls of the old sum¬ 


merhouse. The earliest evidence of a 
settlement in this area was between 
700BC and 100AD when an Iron Age 
hill fort was constructed on the ridge 
of Coed Craig Ruperra, which would 
have been in the tribal territory of the 
Silures, who inhabited the Vale of 
Glamorgan, Gwent and valley areas. 

Descending through birch woods 
the group reached Ruperra Castle, 
built in 1626 by Sir Thomas Morgan, 
who was in fact knighted by James I, 
and it was built in the style of a typi¬ 
cal Jacobean courtier’s house. 

In 1645, King Charles stayed there, 
raising support following the Battle 
of Naseby. 

Reaching the village of Waterloo, 
they picked up the Eorge Trail, and 
following the old railway line below a 
superb stone viaduct, they returned to 
Machen.

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Rural transport gets big 
boost through Greenlinks 


GREENLINKS, the com¬ 
munity transport scheme 
serving people of all ages 
in the rural Vale, has 
announced that after its 
first year, it has secured 
more than 350 members, 
including 40 group mem¬ 
berships. 

Launched last summer, the 
service was introduced by the 
Vale Council as a pilot communi¬ 
ty transport project, serving 10 
rural towns and villages in the 
Vale, and is part of the wider 
‘Creative Rural Communities’ 
project. 

The membership-based 
scheme, operated through a 13- 
seater mini bus and a seven seat 
people carrier, aims to help peo¬ 
ple in the rural Vale to access 
transport more easily, and at a 
reasonable cost. 

Driven by a pool of volunteers, 
members are asked to pre-book a 
service, and are then offered a 
door-to-door pick up to their cho¬ 
sen destination. Members range 
from individual passengers to 
entire community groups, chari¬ 
ties and schools and sports teams. 

A group of bingo playing 
friends from Rhoose, who are 
affectionately known as the 
Bingo Babes, are among the ser¬ 
vice’s biggest users. Edna, 84, 
from Rhoose, has been using the 
Greenlinks service to travel to the 
bingo with a group of five friends 
since October. 

Edna started using the service 
when she found it difficult to 
reach local public transport due to 
difficulty walking. She said: “I 
think the Greenlinks service is 
absolutely fantastic. 



“The fact that it will pick me 
up and drop me off right outside 
my front door helps me to get out 
and about. If I had to use public 
transport to get around, I don’t 
think I would get out. 

“I use the service twice a week 
to take me from home to play 
bingo with the girls. The 
Greenlinks bus picks me up and 
all my friends up, each Tuesday 
and Thursday, and then takes us 
back home at the end of the after¬ 
noon. If we had to do the same 
journey on public transport we 
would have to make a number of 
changes. 

“I can’t say a bad word about 
the service. It is fantastic and I 
would recommend it to anyone.” 

Graham Cartwright, project 
manager for Greenlinks, said: 
“Since the service began a year 


ago, we have seen the difference 
that this service makes to the resi¬ 
dents in the rural Vale, to people 
just like Edna and her friends, 
and we look forward to hopefully 
seeing our service grow again to 
run more frequently in the week¬ 
ends and during the evenings.” 

The annual membership for the 
scheme is £5 per household. 
Members can take advantage of 
return trips for as little as £2 for a 
return trip. 

All trips must be booked in 
advance and groups can also hire 
the service for a half or full day 
at an agreed flat rate.

Technology is advancing! 


WHAT are your 
childhood memo¬ 
ries of technology? 

My parents told me 
about cars being so rare 
when they were young 
that they would rush out 
to watch one passing, 
while dad wrestled with 
a crystal radio kit just in 
time to hear “It’s all 
over” when Cardiff won 
the FA Cup in 1927. 

I recall our living 
room being turned into a 
mini cinema to watch 
the 1953 coronation on a 
12 inch black and white 
TV, while at the real cin¬ 
ema I recall my delight 
at finding the main fea¬ 
ture film would be in 
colour. 

I was a science-fiction 
fan and enthralled by the 
possibilities of the 
future. Not so much the 
wild space adventures of 
science fantasy, but of 
the effect of technologi¬ 
cal development on soci¬ 
ety. 

Arthur C Clarke wrote 
a fascinating book, 
‘Profiles of the Future’ 
about the possibilities., 
while Azimov wrote of a 
computer he called 
‘Multivac’ that grew so 
massive in successive 
models that it couldn’t 
be accommodated on 
Earth. 

It was built on the 
moon, but still grew so 
that it had to be built in 
‘hyperspace’. 

‘Multivac’ implies the 
involvement of many 


vacuum tubes, ie valves, 
but he couldn’t have 
known about Colossus at 
Bletchley Park that used 
more than 2,000 valves, 
but his imagination 
could visualise some¬ 
thing developing along 
those lines. 

What came as a com¬ 
plete surprise to every¬ 
one was the invention of 
the transistor that went 
the other way, and 
became smaller and 
smaller until the millions 
of valves in hyperspace 
are now the millions of 
transistors on a 
microchip in a computer 
small enough to carry. 

Now we are offered 
50 inch TVs with hun¬ 
dreds of channels and 
high-definition pictures. 
They play DVDs, 


browse the web and will 
soon offer you pro¬ 
grammes that it learns 
will interest you; all in 
3D, without the glasses. 

What next? The news 
says that scientists are 
busy checking on a neu¬ 
trino particle that 
seemed to arrive early 
and therefore must have 
travelled faster than the 
speed of light. 

Another report says 
that scientists can pro¬ 
duce fuzzy pictures of 
what you are seeing by 
scanning your brain - 
will future ‘Multivacs’ 
(using transistors), 
sharpen the picture? 

The man in the street 
usually tends to see his 
contemporary technolo¬ 
gy as the end of devel¬ 
opment. In the 1950s, 


computers were enor¬ 
mous and hugely expen¬ 
sive. The chairman of 
IBM said at that time 
that he could see a world 
market for possibly five 
computers. 

Things have moved so 
quickly during the last 
generation that the one 
after the one after next 
will probably look back 
at us fondly as the 
equivalent of the flat 
earth society.

Peterston 
super Ely 
have been sprout¬ 
ing solar electricity 
panels over the 
summer, generat¬ 
ing free renewable 
energy from the 
sun. 

The solar panels 
(photovoltaic or PV 
panels) were installed 
through a project started 
by a local group pro¬ 
moting a sustainable 
environment. 

Cyswllt Peterston 
Connect, started in 
September 2009 and has 


focused on energy con¬ 
servation and renewable 
energy generation; 
improved transport and 
access, improving and 
maintaining green space 
and biodiversity, and 
supporting local food 
production. 

The solar electricity 
project began with 
members of Cyswllt 
Peterston Connect who 
were interested in 
installing solar electrici¬ 
ty panels themselves. 

They decided to 
organise this through a 
single supplier to gain 
the benefit of reduced 
prices. 

The project was 


opened out to all resi¬ 
dents of Peterston super 
Ely and there has been 
considerable local inter¬ 
est in the scheme. 

Starting in August, 
seven installations have 
been completed to date. 

The attraction of 
solar electricity is not 
only that free renewable 
electricity is generated 
but also that the govern¬ 
ment pays a ‘feed-in 
tariff’ to householders 
for the electricity gener¬ 
ated. 

These installations 
will now generate a tax 
free, inflation-linked 
income for the next 25 
years under the feed-in-

tariff, with about 7-10 
per cent return on 
investment. 

Southern Solar were

T his year has 
been one of 
celebration 
for St John’s 
School in 
Porthcawl, as the 
school celebrates 
its 90th birthday. 

It was in 1921 that 
the Rectory of the his¬ 
toric St John’s 
Church opened its 
doors as a preparato¬ 
ry school, in those 
days just for hoys. 

Quite a few of those 
hoys then moved on to 
Christ College, 

Brecon, and the 
school retains those 
connections to this 
day, with a number of 
fathers of present day 
pupils being old boys 
of Christ College. 

The guiding princi¬ 
ple back in 1921 was 
to give pupils individ¬ 
ual attention - and the 
same ethos is an 
essential part of the 
school today. 

There have been 
changes, of course, 
often as a result of 
responding to parents. 
Raising the leaving 
age to 16 from 13, so 
that pupils could stay 
at the school and com¬ 
plete their GCSEs, 
came about because 
parents’ expectations 
changed. 

The other big 
change, of course, was 
when the school 
opened its doors to 
girls and became co¬ 
educational. The

school now takes 
pupils from the age of 
three up to 16. 

Carol Clint has 
been the headteacher 
for seven years - a 
teacher for 33 years in 
total - and fully 
embraces the school’s 
ethos, which she 
describes as a good 
mix of old-fashioned 
high expectations, 
allied to a modern 
academic curriculum. 

This summer, St 
John’s pupils achieved

metre scarves. 

“For one school, that 
is quite a challenge, so 
we are hoping that peo¬ 
ple in the area can help 
us out! ”

great GCSE results, 
with 65 per cent of all 
examinations taken 
being awarded A* to 
B grades. 

A remarkable 47 per 
cent, more than double 
the UK average, were 
A* and A grades, with 
21 per cent at the high¬ 
est A"^ level. 

More than 80 per 
cent of pupils achieved 
at least one A or A* 
grade, and nearly 65 
per cent gained at least 
four A or A* grades. 

Carol Clint told 
The GEM: “I think a 
key reason is that we 
have small class sizes, 
between 10 and 16, 
and teachers who are 
happy here, which 
means that there is a 
very low turnover of 
staff. 

“Even if a teacher 
is ill, we have a pool 
of back-up teachers to 
call on, who have ties 
with the the school, so 
that pupils are being 
taught by someone 
they know.” 

The individual 
attention means that 
the school make sure 
that pupils are not 
missing out. 

For instance, Mrs 
Clint is very proud of 
the school’s pro¬ 
gramme for teaching 
pupils with dyslexia. 


and the expertise 
gained in this area 
means that pupils 
make real progress. 

Recently, the school 
added two more sub¬ 
jects, drama and PE, 
that can be taken to 
GCSE. 

St John’s also feels 
it is very strong in its 
language teaching, 
and pupils get to start 
early, being taught 
French at five, and 
German at eight. 

Carol Clint says 
that pupils are much 
more relaxed about 
learning the basics of 
a language at that age. 

The school draws 
its pupils from a wide 
area, and three 
minibuses are on the 
road each day to col¬ 
lect and take home 
pupils from Neath, 
from Cowbridge and 
the rest of the Vale, 
and from north 
Bridgend and 
Pencoed. 

The school encour¬ 
ages pupils to get 
involved in other 
activities, and recently 
completed a two-year 
Comenius pro¬ 
gramme, during 
which they formed 
strong ties with 
schools in Ireland, 
Iceland, Germany and 
Turkey. 


Mrs Clint said that 
the school had applied 
to extend this, as it 
had been such a suc¬ 
cess. She added: “The 
pupils are still staying 
in touch through 
Skype and e-mail.” 

For an example of 
the pupil’s extra-cur¬ 
ricula activities, it is 
worth looking at some 
of this year’s high 
achievers. 

Elan Edry gained 
11 GCSEs, 10A*s 
with just the one A, 
and was also the 
school’s ‘Good Citizen 
of the Year’. 

Tom Brown, Laura 
Clint and Daniel 
Shearer, who between 
them gained 9A*s, 
16As and 5Bs, all 
made valuable contri¬ 
butions to school life 
in their roles as head 


boy, house captain 
and chair of School 
Council - and also 
through sport, music, 
the Interact club and 
by acting as role mod¬ 
els for younger pupils. 

One buzz phrase in 
the business world 
these days is ‘value 
added’ and St John’s 
believes that it adds 
plenty of value to its 
pupils. 

Mrs Clint added: 

“1 think we do this 
through letting the 
pupils feel that they 
are part of a small 
family-style communi¬ 
ty- 

“That includes the 
parents as well, and 
they often comment on 
the warm welcome they 
receive here, and that 
they do feel part of the 
school.”

MORE than 100 
people turned up at 
St. Cadoc’s church, 
Llancarfan, during

Some visitors came 
for a last glance at the 
ever-more-remarkable 
medieval wall-paintings, 
about to disappear until 
December for resumed 
conservation behind a 
web of scaffolding. 

However, many were 
tempted by the arrival of 
Michael Wood, televi¬ 
sion’s popular historian, 
who was filming for his 
forthcoming BBC series 
on the history of Britain. 

Fortunately, the 
church had a cunning 
plan to inform and enter¬ 
tain both visitors and the 
TV crew. Local artist 
Emma Levey, excited by 
the painting talents of 
the medieval craftsmen, 
had decided to offer visi¬ 
tors the chance to re-cre¬ 
ate the skills of the past. 

The result was Paint 
Your Dragon 2011. 

In practice, this meant 
lime-washing a tempo¬ 
rary panel wall, creating 
large-scale copies of our 
paintings’ characters, 
foraging for genuine 
original pigments and 
then inviting visitors to 
get painting.

The upshot was that, 
to the delight of the film 
crew, the church buzzed 
with visitors. 

At least half of the 
youngsters and grown¬ 
ups were caught red 
handed - mixing and 
painting with brilliant 
reds and oranges, some 
of which ochres Emma 
gathered personally from 
the Clearwell Caves Iron 
Mining Museum in the 
Eorest of Dean. 

“We couldn’t have 
made this happen!” 
exclaimed Michael 
Wood’s camera crew. 
“This is a community 
really bringing history to 
life!” 

As a result, Michael 
tore up his script, inter¬ 


viewed some of our citi¬ 
zens, and recorded his 
pieces to camera amid 
the hubbub of young¬ 
sters painting themselves 
into the past. 

Among those 
involved was the 
remarkably pragmatic 
priest-in-charge, Peggy 
Jackson and Mrs Sally 
Brereton, headteacher of 
the Llancarfan school. 
“The fascinating thing”, 
said Mrs Brereton, “Is 
that by re-living the 
skills of the past, we 
learn so much.” 

Very much in agree¬ 
ment was Emma Levey’s 
volunteer colleague, pro¬ 
fessional conservator 
Penny Hill. Penny is a 
prime mover with the re-

created paintings in St 
Teilo’s re-erected church 
at St Pagan’s. 

“Look at those drips!” 
she said with true aca¬ 
demic enthusiasm. 

“There’s a drip just like 
that on your real paint¬ 
ings, which means that 
back in the 1480s, they 
were working with 
runny paints!” 

The present day runny 
paints, created from egg- 
yolks, ochres and some¬ 
thing called Vine Black- 
Prench (glorified soot!), 
resulted in some notable 
recreations - which to be 
honest only served to 
underline the paramount 
skills of Llancarfan’s 
ancient artists. 

In the words of one 
junior villager: “I never 
thought going to church 
could be such fun!” 

Michael Wood’s new 
series is to be transmit¬ 
ted in 2012 - and The 
GEM will be the first to 
know the date, once the 
BBC agrees on the title! 

The church will be 
closed until the end of 
November, except for 
services or by special 
request.

waste of time.

Those who have seen 
any of Refn’s previous 
work, from his out¬ 
standing biopic Bronson 
to the Pusher trilogy 
will be aware of his 
ability behind the cam¬ 
era, yet here he is a lit¬ 
tle more sedate, the 
film’s woozy languid 
pace matched by Refn’s 
direction. 

The opening setpiece,

stereotype. 

Ron Perlman and 
Albert Brooks, as a pair 
of gang lords, offer 
gravitas and, in the lat¬ 
ter’s case, a chilling 
malevolence and men¬ 
ace, the comedian 
showing he is more than 
capable of doing ‘seri¬ 
ous’. 

Of course, in today’s 
cinematic world of 
computer-generated 
action and 3D, Drive 
seems pretty small-fry - 
but that is the piece’s 
immense power. 

Certainly it doesn’t 
reinvent the wheel, tak¬ 
ing a story that has been 
told many times before, 
but the electric perform¬

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AFTER PLUCKY NAMIBIA IS HIT BY POINTS BLITZ... 

The quarter finals beckon Wales 



AFTER two tough opening 
matches, Wales must have felt 
heartily relieved to be facing 
the less taxing challenge of 
Rugby World Cup minnows, 
Namibia, at the Taranaki sta¬ 
dium, New Plymouth, on 
Monday. 

They went into the game know¬ 
ing that the African team had 
already conceded a total of 185 
points in their previous three 
matches in Pool D. 

Both Samoa and Fiji had rattled 
up 49 points against them, while 
world champions South Africa had 
run in 12 tries, while handing out 
an 87-0 heating to their smaller 
neighbours. 

Yet it was also true that despite 
their lowly status on the interna¬ 
tional stage, Namibia had achieved 
a measure of success against Wales 
in their three previous meetings, all 
on home soil. 

At Windhoek on June 2,1990, 
the Welsh tourists narrowly won 
18-9 - while one week later, 
Namibia almost pulled off a major 
shock before being edged out 34- 
30. 

On June 5,1993, the gap between 
the two widened to 38-23, but again 
the plucky Namibians showed a 
worrying ability to breach the 
Welsh defence. 

In fact, over the three games, 
they scored a commendable six 
tries to Wales’ 10 - and it all added 
up to a banana skin of giant pro¬ 
portions for a Welsh team showing 
11 changes, which faced Namibia 


again this week. Back from injury 
were prop Gethin Jenkins, ex-skip- 
per Ryan Jones and outside half 
Stephen Jones, making a record 
101st appearance, while Lee Byrne 
was given a chance to impress at 
full back, in an experienced line-up 
that was fully expected to brush 
aside Namibia’s challenge. 

On paper at least, it was clearly 
going to be another mismatch, with 
the only question being - could 
Wales surpass their main pool 
rivals’ scoring efforts and also 
claim a vital bonus point against 
the only team that has never won a 
World Cup game? 

The answer, in the end, was a 
resounding yes, but not before a 
sloppy, error-ridden first half had 
caused a few palpitations in the 
Welsh backroom. 

Even three tries in the opening 18 
minutes from young Scarlets’ cen¬ 
tre Scott Williams, Dragons’ 
winger Aled Brew and his superb 
clubmate. No 8 Toby Faletau, plus 
a Stephen Jones penalty - for a 22- 
0 first half lead - would not have 
been enough to erase the sense of 
unease at the profligate waste of 
gilt-edged opportunities. 

Clearly, some very tough talking 
at half time had the desired effect, 
for the tries then came thick and 
fast. 

First, Scott Williams went over 
for a second try, swiftly followed by 
a rejuvenated Gethin Jenkins, who 
shrugged off his injury woes, along 
with would-be defenders, and burst 


through like a centre three-quarter 
from 30 yards out, to make the 
score 36-0. 

The plucky, but outclassed 
Namibians, who had been made to 
play four World Cup matches in 16 
days, then got on the score sheet 
with a converted try of their own, 
after intercepting a loose pass 
from, of all people, the otherwise 
dependable Stephen Jones. 

However, with the game effec¬ 
tively won, it was now simply a 
question of piling on the points and 
it was the signal for head coach 
Warren Gatland to send in fresh 
reserves, including former 
Cowbridge schoolboy, Lloyd 
Williams in the 58th minute 

Seven Welsh tries then came in a 
rush, with two for giant wing 
George North, one each for centres 
Jonathan Davies, Scott Williams 
(completing his hat-trick) Lloyd 
Williams, Lee Byrne and the 


impressive Alun Wyn Jones. 

All in all, 12 record-breaking 
touchdowns and a bonus point not 
only matched South Africa’s effort 
against the unfortunate Namibians, 
but also put Wales firmly in sight 
of their quarter final objective, 
with only Fiji (who lost 7-27 to 
Samoa) to come in Hamilton on 
Sunday. 

Given such a decisive 81-7 victo¬ 
ry, it may seem churlish to point 
out that no-one should get too car¬ 
ried away. 

Lowly Namibia had already been 
‘softened up’ by a string of pul¬ 
verising defeats and a punishing 
Pool D schedule. 

Moreover, there were times in the 
first half when old Welsh problems 
were in danger of resurfacing - 
careless handling errors, lapses in 
concentration, indiscipline, and 
lack of a Kiwi-like ‘killer instinct’ - 
all of which have cost them dear in

the past. To their credit, the players 
took heed of the halftime ‘pep 
talk’, and knuckled down in the 
second half, their superior fitness 
ensuring it was one-way traffic as 
the hapless Namibians were buried 
under yet another World Cup 
points avalanche. 

Every one of those points, 
though, will prove absolutely vital 
for a burgeoning Welsh side that is 
growing in confidence as the tour¬ 
nament progresses. 

This time, unlike 2007, Fiji 
should hold no fears as Gatland’s 
men push on towards the quarter 
finals and a likely Celtic clash with 
Ireland. 


Pack’s performance enables
